GERMAN DRIVE 
NEARS ODESSA 


Russian Ukraine Position 
Grave as Nazis Claim 
Advances 


(By Annodated Presa) 
Russia’s Red arm ies appeared to 
have all but lost their grasp on 
the western half of the Ukraine be­ 
low the 
Dnieper river 
today 
as 
Germ an troops smashed from three 
directions 
at 
the 
great 
port of 
Odessa

fought bitterly to cover the Soviet 
retreat to the Black sea. 
A British war office spokesman 
acknowledged th at the Russian po­ 
sh ion in the Ukraine had deterior­ 
ated rapidly, and the Soviet high 
command was ominously silent on 
the clim atic struggle. 
Russian quarters in London, how­ 
ever, declared th a t if the G erm ans 
entered Odessa and 
Nikolaev, 85 
miles east, they would find only 
“the smoking ruins of demolished 
factories and empty streets”—ghost 
cities le i in ruins under Prem ier 
Joseph S ta lin ’s order 
for 
a 
so­ 
called scorched earth cam paign. 
Thousands of Russian tanks, great 
masses of 
infantry 
and 
tens of 
thousands of hard-riding Cossack 
horsemen, Soviet sources also said, 
were hurling more counter-attacks 
against Field M arshal G eneral von 
R undstedt’s advancing G erm ans 
While the situation was undoubt­ 
edly grave for the Russians quali­ 
fied observers said th a t the loss of 
the lower Ukraine, even the capture 
of Odessa and Nikolaev, would not 
be a decisive blow to the Soviet. 
It was pointed out th a t the richest 
prizes still lie beyond the Dnieper 
river, to the east, where the big 
industrial centers are located Most 
of' the lower Ukraine, now being 
overran by the Nazi invasion armies 
is an agriculture-producing coun­ 
try. while the treasure vaults of 
iron m anganese and other war m a­ 
terials are in the east.

Today that same gasoline or the equivalent 
is sending German planes to bomb Russian cities 
and lubricating tanks ibr their drive across the 
Ukraine. 
The picture is one to make Americans stop mid 
wonder what Japan is doing with the oil, the scrap 
Iron and other war necessities we have been pouring 
Into the bristling and belligerent island kingdom. 
Japan is peculiarly dependent on other countries 
for the supplies of war.

This means th at they are 
sensitive to the pollen of certain 
plants, to that their body 
cells,

throat and bronchial tubes,

spond with a violent Inflammatory 
reaction of the presence of these 
pollens. 
Hayfever Hereditary 
We know that the condition is 
hereditary, and the peculiar reac­ 
tion of these cells is transmitted 
from one generation to another. 
Another fact Is that at this season 
of the year, the chances are all in 
favor of the cause being the wild 
plant known 
as 
ragweed. 
This 
is a non-flowering plant 
which 
throws out an enormous amount of 
fine pollen grains. It is non-flow­ 
ering because It depends upon Un­ 
wind rather than insects to distrib­ 
ute its pollen for fertilization pur­ 
poses. 
In one of our Mid-Western cities,

amount of pollen in the air in the 
nay.ever season would make a pile 
as high as an office building. 
Can Identify Ragweed Victims

check was also made to determine 
the extent of the school lunch pro­ 
gram?, the food stamp plan, and 
the penny-a-day milk fund opera­ 
tions in hits county. 
The findings cf the committee re­ 
vealed increases in the prices of 
commodities ranging up to 17 per 
cent on fcodstufls, and up to 24 per 
cent on other commodities, in a pe­ 
riod from April, 1940 to Aug. I, 
1941. 
It was revealed that 40 schools 
in the county participated in 
the 
school lunch 
program and 
1,700 
pupils benefitted by it during the 
1910-41 term. A high percentage of 
malnutrition 
among 
children 
of 
pre-school age was discovered in a 
check of the files in the county 
health office. 
The report stated that out of the 
640 cases elidible for participation 
in the food stamp plan in July, the 
first month of its operation, only 
269 participated, or about 44 per 
cent.
